$3,874,000  BUDGET 
REVEALED  FOR  1947 

Construction  Program  Biggest 
In  History  of  Company 
By  Million 

The  biggest  yearly  construction 
budget  in  Pacific  Power  &  Light 
Company  history  S.LH74,000 
has  been  announced  by  George  T. 
Bragg,  vice-president  and  general 
manager. 

The  1  1  s  items  making  up  the 
building  program  touch  almost  ev¬ 
ery  portion  of  the  system.  In  cash 
required,  it  is  $1,170,000  greater 
than  the  budget  for  19-i6,  and  tops 
the  construction  program  for  1940, 
the  last  pre-war  year,  by  $2,800,000. 

DISTRIBUTION  OUTLAY  BIG 

Major  outlay  of  the  program  is 
for  additions  and  improvements  in 
the  Company's  distribution  plant, 
with  more  than  $2,‘)00,000  set 
aside  tor  this  purpose. 

New  lines  to  serve  all  classes  of 
the  C.ompany's  customers  homes, 
farms,  businesses  and  industries  — 
will  be  built  from  a  total  of  $1,263,- 
000  earmarked  for  the  purpose. 

This  includes  a  blanket  fund  ot 
$1,000,000  for  extensions  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  funds  set  aside  for  specific 
major  lines  anil  a  $-40,000  blanket 
fund  for  incomplete  special  revenue 
extensions. 

SUBSTATIONS  ON  PROGRAM 

New  substations  at  Walla  Walla, 
Pendleton  and  Heppner,  which 
eventually  will  cost  a  total  of  $602,- 
000,  arc  among  the  other  large 
items  in  the  distribution  section. 
Heppner  sub  is  expected  to  be  fin¬ 
ished  this  fall,  while  work  at  Pen¬ 
dleton  and  XX'alla  Walla  subs  w'ill 
extend  into  1948.

Whelpley,  who  came  to  l^acilic 
in  1941  after  six  years  with  (.on- 
solidated  Ldison  company  in  New 
York,  developed  his  talent  tor  com¬ 
mercial  art  from  the  hobby  stage- 
while  managing  theaters  in  the 
middle  west  and  east. 

WHOLE  SYSTEM  HIS  FIELD 

One  of  Whelpley's  early  assign¬ 
ments  recjuired  a  trip  over  the  Pa¬ 
cific  system,  a  two-weeks'  jaunt 
over  a  territory  that  runs  lOO  miles 
east  and  west  and  some  yOO  miles 
from  north  to  south.  A  similar 
trip  over  the  C.onsolidatcd  htlison  s 
operating  territory  could  ha\e  been 
accomplisheil  by  subway  in  a  day's 
time  and  Whelpley  would  never 
have  been  more  than  tO  niiles  from 
his  studio. 

A  considerable  share  of  Whelp- 
ley’s  time  as  ILici fit's  commercial 
artist  goes  into  the  protluction  ol 
floats  and  special  ilisphiys  for  the 
round-the-calendar  series  of  com 
munity  events  in  the  towns  and 
cities  the  comp>any  serves.  During 
the  war  years,  muth  of  the  torn 
pany's  atlvertising  effort  and  dis 
play  syiace  was  devoted  to  war 
bonil,  Retl  (.ross  and  US(f  tlrivcs 
where  two  ol  Whelpley  s  wiiulows 
wot)  tiational  recogmt ioti.

Whelpley's  biggest  chore,  of 
course,  is  originating  and  produc¬

The  displays  change  in  each  office 
at  least  twice  a  month,  and  W'help 
ley  keeps  about  two  months  ahead 
ol  schedule  shippitig  see eral  tlis- 
plays  at  a  time  to  each  office  to 
s.ive  packing  and  freight  tluirges. 

FIRST,  THE  IDEA 

'I'he  first  step  and  the  totigh- 
est  one  in  producing  a  [soster  is 
developing  the  ielca  aiul  it  usually 
comes  from  a  conference  between 
W'helpley  and  Tom  M.  Keenan, 
commeriial  manager.  Ikcause  Pa¬ 
cific  is  out  of  the  merDiandise 
business  and  because  home-town 
merchants  in  Paeilie's  territory 
haven't  been  able  to  get  enough 
electric  appliances  in  stock  to  war¬ 
rant  heavy  sales  promotion,  W'help- 
ley's  poster  messages  have  been

Of  course,  there  is  the  welcome 
holiday  windfall  of  wishing  every 
one  season’s  greeting  but  that 
still  leaves  2  s  regular  posters 
awaiting  the  artist's  inspiration.

Once  the  idea  and  motif  is  agreed 
u|son,  W'helpley  sketches  the  orig¬ 
inal  design,  designates  color  sep- 
ar,itioti,  and  cuts  an  iiuiieidual 
stencil  for  each  color  on  the  fin¬ 
ished  product.  Then  he  and  (icorge 
larvis,  his  assistant,  start  the  poster 
thrcnigh  the  silk  screen  printing 
process.  It  takes  several  hours  to 
allow  the  paint  to  dry,  and  to  pre¬ 
pare  a  new  stencil  after  c.uh  run, 
so  a  liee-color  design  means  a 
fi\e-d.iy  printing  job  in  the  studio.

LINEMAN  SUCCUMBS 
TO  HEART  ATTACK 

Quick  Work  of  Crew  Rescues 

Davidson  from  Poletop; 

Dies  in  Hospital 

A  heart  attack,  suffered  while 
he  was  working  on  a  pole  in  Tlie 
Dalles,  caused  the  death  hehruary 
2s  of  Lineman  Clair  W.  Davidson, 
one  of  the  C,ompany’s  returned  war 
veterans.  He  was  45. 

Davidson,  with  Lineman  Roman 
M.  Bertrand  and  Crew  Foreman 
Fred  P.  C.rockett,  was  restoring 
ser\'ice  which  had  been  disrupted 
cvhcn  a  tree  being  taken  down  in 
the  city  knocketl  down  both  pri¬ 
mary  and  secondary  circuits. 

While  helping  replace  the  sec¬ 
ondary,  Davidson  complained  of 
feeling  ill.  Bertrand,  on  the  other 
side  ot  the  pole,  immediately  told 
him  to  rest  in  his  safety  belt  for  a 
time. 

RESCUE  MADE  QUICKLY 

Shortly  F^avidson  became  uncon¬ 
scious  and  L4ertrand  promptly  went 
to  his  aid,  with  the  assistance  ot 
Crockett  lowering  the  victim  to  the 
ttroLind. 

Rescue  from  the  pole  was  car¬ 
ried  out  with  such  well-trained  dis¬ 
patch  that  the  unconscious  David¬ 
son  reached  the  ground  by  the  time 
an  ambulance  arrived.  He  arrived 
at  the  hospital  within  about  15 
minutes  of  the  time  he  first  com¬ 
plained  of  being  sick. 

Death  occurred  about  six  hours 
later  following  a  second  attack. 

SAW  MUCH  OF  WAR 

A  bystander  who  witnessed  the 
entire  incident  wuis  so  impressed 
by  the  cool-headedness  and  evident 
training  displayed  that  he  came  to 
the  district  office  at  The  Dalles  to 
praise  those  involved. 

Company  officials  pointed  out 
that  had  Bertrand  not  told  David¬ 
son  to  rest  in  his  belt,  the  stricken 
lineman  might  have  undertaken  to 
descend  the  pole  and  undoubtedly 
would  have  fallen. 

Davidson  hai-i  w'orked  for  the 
Company  for  17  years,  all  of  the 
time  m  The  Dalles  district.  He  was 
born  in  Dufur.  Surviving  are  the 
widow,  Della,  and  one  child. 

During  the  war,  Davidson  saw 
service  in  1  unisia,  the  Rome-Arno 
campaign,  the  invasion  ol  south¬ 
ern  France,  Central  F.urope  and  the 
Rhineland.  He  was  a  lineman  with 
Ciompany  B,  272iul  Infantry.  Fie 
returned  to  the  Ciompany  follow¬ 
ing  his  discharge  in  October,  19  )5.

And 
here’s  the  information  as  ”Bun,’ 
a  noted  authority  on  (olumbia 
valley  Indians  anil  collector  of  In¬ 
dian  relics,  gives  it. 

During  the  summer  the  Indians 
dried  their  fish,  rolled  them  un¬ 
til  they  powdered,  then  mixed  in 
roots,  iierbs  and  berries.  Of  course, 
the  flies  were  thick  during  the 
summer  time  and  naturally  some 


of  them  went  in,  too. 

Once  properly  mixcil,  the  fish 
was  tamped  into  large  waterproof 
baskets,  covered  with  leaves  and 
tied  with  thongs. 

W'hen  the  sejuaw  came  to  cook 
a  meal  the  following  winter,  she 
took  a  waterproof  basket,  filled  it 
half  full  of  water  and  threw  in  a 
handful  of  the  fish. 

Large,  porous  rocks  then  were 
heated  in  the  fire,  picked  up  by 
inserting  a  stick  into  a  hole  drilled 
for  the  purpose  and  ilropped  into 
the  basket.  An  hour  or  so  of  this 
and  the  meal  was  ready  to  serve.

('ounty  payments  varied  from 
$I  l  i,3'i8.52  in  Yakima  to$3‘'T.^  in 
neighboring  Kittitas. 

Biggest  increase  came  in  C.owlitz 
county,  where  the  levy,  based  chief¬ 
ly  on  the  Gompany’s  Ariel  hydro 
project,  leaped  69.5  per  cent  over 
last  year.  1  he  increase,  more  than 
$32,000,  was  largely  the  result  of 
a  heavy  boost  in  the  county  school 
tax. 

BENTON  PAYMENT  TO  DROP 

Other  major  increases  included 
37.7  per  cent  in  "S’akima  county 
and  27.9  per  cent  in  Adams. 

Benton  county  drew  Sl9,2‘i-l.l9 
for  19-t6  revenue  which  main 
ly  will  be  lost  to  the  county  next 
year  as  a  result  of  the  ecTndemna- 
tion  of  the  Gompany’s  distribution 
system  in  the  county  by  the  Benton 
PUD. 

Similarly,  Kennewick  and  Pros¬ 
ser,  both  in  Benton  county,  drew 
$265-1.97  and  $1017.07  respective¬ 
ly  in  occupation  taxes  from  Pacific 
during  19-i6.  Only  the  tax  applica¬ 
ble  to  the  Gompany’s  water  system 
in  Kenewick  will  be  payable  dur¬ 
ing  this  year. 

Real  and  personal  property  taxes 
for  1946  on  Oregon  properties, 
paid  by  the  Gompany  last  No¬ 
vember,  amounted  to  $29-1,872.88.
